FACES AWFUL DEATH IN Am 


‘Ming Bessie Boylan’s Terrifying Ex- 
perience with Her Stepfather. 
Miss Bessie Boylan was balanced for an 
instant between life and death on a marble 
rail overlooking the corridor of the Poto- 
mac flats last evéning, but she is still in 
life, Occupants of the fashionable 


apart- 
ment building were much excited by the in- 


cident. 

Frederick O. Boylan was the other princi- 
pal in the affair. The girl is his step- 
daughter, 16 years old. The scene was on 
the sixth floor and the fall would have been 
tremendous. 

Boylan was formerly a member of the 
firm of Boylan & McKey, No. 119 La Salle 
street. His present wife was a wealthy 
widow with two daughters, Bessie and 
Jessie, when he married her. 

According to Miss Bessie, Boylan ordered 
the girls to leave the rooms and then sudden- 
ly seized her in a threatening manner. He 
dragged her toward the inner court rail. 

Don't kill me! Don't kill me! screamed 
the frightened girl. Miss Jessie began cry- 
ing for help at the top of her voice, and the 
residents came running to the scene. 

C. Boylan, brother of Frederick, arrived 
just in time to prevent a tragedy.. The girl 
said afterward that her stepfather had her 
backed up against the marble rail and was 
slowly pushing her over. She was fighting 
with desperation, but her strength seemed 
to be waning rapidly. 

O. Boylan released Miss Bessie from her 
stepfather’s grasp and she fled to safety 
down the stairs, The police were called, but 
ro errests were made. 

“i don’t speak to Mr. Boylan,” said Miss 
Bessie later. I had not seen him since 
Tuesday until last night, when he came to 
our apartments. He drove myself and sister 
out and would have killed me if it had not 
been for the timely: arrival’ of his brother. 
1 don't like you and I'll get rid of you,’ he 
yelled as he tried to push me over the rail.“ 


FIRE LICKS UP HALF A MILLION. 


Brunswick, Ga., Barely Escapes Total 
Destraction—One Fatality. 

Brunswick, Ga., April 2.—Several years 
ago this town was visited by a fire which 
destroyed it, and today the disaster was 
almost repeated. A fire started about 1:30 
D. m. which swept away many of the most 
prosperous business enterprises of Bruns- 
wick, and for a time it was feared the whole 
town would be in ashes. The total loss is 
conservatively estimated at about $500,000 
and the insurance is placed at $400,000. 
A strong wind forced on the flames and the 
local fire department became powerless, so 
that assistance was telegraphed for to Sa- 
vannah, Waycross, and Jacksonville, whose 
departments promptly responded that they 
would send aid. 

At half past 4 the fire was gotten under 
control, but not before one life had been lost. 
Charles Smith, an employé of the Brunswick 
and Western railroad, was overcome by the 
heat and died. A number of sailing vessels 
were in danger during the progress of the 
Ha mes, but all were saved. 

The flaincs started on the Brunswick and 
Western railroad wharves, and within an 
hour the wharves, two large warehouses, a 
number of cars, including the freight 
contained therein, were consumed, en- 
tailing a loss to the railroad company 
of $200,000, partially insured. The exten- 
sive property of the Downing company, deal- 
ers in naval stores, became ignited and the 
structure with its stock was consumed. 
Their loss is estimated at $200,000, almost 
covered by insurance. The flames then 
swept up Bay street and a large portion of 
the business section of the town was in 
danger. As it was, thirteen stores, including

LEMONT’S FUNDS ARE IN A TANGLE. 


3 Superintendent Calls on Peif- 
fer to Answer. 

County School Superintendent Bright has 
ordered Peter Peiffer, Treasurer of the 
“township school funds at Lemont, to pro- 
duce his books and make an accounting of 
the moneys collected and disbursed by him. 

This action was taken owing to the rumor 
that the books did not balance by $5,000. 
The matter was brought to Mr. Bright's at- 
tention by J. H. Tedens and Joseph Ger- 
harz, two of Mr. Peiffer’s bondsmen, who 
were led by the reports to make inquires. 
Peiffer is under $40,000 bonds, the third sure- 
ty being Ald. Fishback. 

The most serious allegation against Peiffer 
is that he has loaned school moneys on in- 
sufficient security, and in some cases has let 
the notes become outlawed. 

Peiffer declares the reports circulated 
about him are strictly of a political charac- 
ter and have no basis in fact. He denies he 
is short, but claims to have vouchers and 
funds to account for every cent he has col- 
lected. 

Mr. Tedens said yesterday: I know noth- 
ing wrong about Mr. Peiffer, and all I have 
heard of the alleged shortage has been in the 
form of rumors I could not trace. I spoke 
to Mr. Bright because I thought he had the 
power to enforce an accounting, and it 
seemed to be the proper thing todo. This 
is certain, if there is anything wrong in the 
accounts the county has nothing to fear, as 
the three bondsmen are liable and are able 
to pay.”

But 
those conversant with the situation express 
a belief the present City Council will do no 
such thing. 

Many of the Aldermen cast their votes for 
the Ogden ordinance, and, it was openly 
charged, profited thereby. It is not likely 
at this late day, when the harvest is actually 
in sight, that they would so far forget them- 
Selves as to make any move which would 
benefit the public. 

Same Boodle-Tinted Bill. 

Since the Ogden ordinance was introduced 
in the Council it has not been changed: it is 
still the same boodle-tainted measure it was 
in September, 1895. It had two other com- 
panions on the eventful night—when the 
grand free distribution of people’s property 
and rights by the expiring Hopkins admin- 
istration took place—the Cosmopolitan Elec- 
tric and the Commercial Heat and Power or- 
dinances. Public-spirited citizens and the 
press of the city were outspoken in their de- 
nunctation of these measures and of the men 
who by their votes made them laws. 

But time proves an anesthetic and the 
memory of man is proverbially short. The 
Ogden Ges ordinance, however, is un- 
changed. It still contains the conditions 
and privileges which at the time were de- 
nounced as scandalous and to this day its 
backers, the men who will finance it, are as 
much a mystery as ever. During its life the 
names of John McGillern, Roger’ Sullivan 
John P. Hopkins, and Thomas Gahan have 
been mentioned in connection with it. John 
W. Lanehart has been its sponsor and has 
kept the public informed of the great bless- 
ings which it will confer upon the public 
and of the vast amount of nioney which wil! 
be spent for the good of the laboringman in 
laying its mains and equipping its plant. 

It seems a little strange to me,“ said a 
business-man yesterday, that the city 
should have entered into an agreement to 
make Judges Tuley and Adams a court of 
last resort. It seems strange to me that 
Judge Tuley should have consented to sit in 
the case when he was so vigorous in de- 
nouncing the measure in the press as one 
which seemed a: perfect embodiment of 
boodleism and all that is corrupt in munici- 
pal life, Judges are not infallible, and the 
best of them sometimes err.

Opposed to Public Policy. 


I believe it to be in direct opposition to 
public policy to make such a stipulation as 
was entered into in this case. Then again, 
from reading the reports of the proceedings 
before the two Judges, it strikes me that the 
lawyers for the city overlooked the very 
point on which the ordinance could have 
been declared illegal. You remember that 
Judge Payne held that the charter of the city 
had been violated because the ordinance had 
not been referred to committee before it was 
passed, That point I understand was not 
brought.out as strongly as it might have 
been, even if it was made an issue. 

“If this proceeding had been brought one 
month after the ordinance was passed there 
would have been a hue and cry that would 
have been heard from one end of the city to 
the other, but now the public conscience has 
been dulled by the passage of time. The 
ordinance, however, is still the same. The 
men who own it have not removed the clouds 
of distrust which it aroused; they have not 
disproved the open charges of boodling. 

It would be a pity if the seal of judicial 
approbation should be set upon municipal 
jobbery and give life and fruition to a 
measure conceived in corruption, born of 
iniquity and boodleism, and which stands 
as a monument of all that is bad in munici- 
pal Ute.“

of China in the Universal Postal Union 
would mean the operation of all the reg- 
ularly organized governments in the world 
save the Orange Free State, in Africa, under 
one postal treaty. The adhesion of China to 
the big postal compact would necessitate 
the establishment of a regular postal sys- 
tem in China, which now only has a crude 
scheme by which letters are received at 
private offices and distributed by private 
carriers. It would also put the Chinese Em- 
pire in regular postal communication with 
the rest of the world. The request for ad- 
mission probably will be submitted at next 
year’s postal congress, and, on the empire’s 
suggestion, following the precedent set by 
the Australian coloniés, be made to take 
effect immediately, instead of a year later, 
as usual.

to Be Sold at Auction—Lives in Can- 
ada, It Is Said, Because of a Chicago 
Operation in Which He Cleaned Up 
$60,000 from Revenue Stamp Sale. 


New York, April 2,—(Special.]—James Bax- 
ter, who, it is said, is a prominent money 
lender, note shaver, and real estate owner 
of Montreal, was arrested in a diamo 
broker's office in Maiden lane, where he w 
followed by Deputy Collector Hefferman. 
Hefferman took his prisoner to Plattsburg 
and locked him in a room in the Wetherill 
House. During the night, however, Baxter 
mahaged to escape and return home across 
the line. 

“The manner of Baxter's arrest was un- 
usual. Deputy Collector Hefferman was on 
duty at the Grand Trunk station in Montreal. 
He suspected Baxter of smuggling diamonds 
and took the same train with him for New 
York. Baxter, who was accompanied by a 
woman, upon arriving in New York went 
to the Astor House and had breakfast. 

Later Baxter started for Maiden lane 
with Hefferman following him. Baxter went 
into a diamond broker's office and handed 
the broker a package containing twenty-two 
unset diamonds. Hefferman entered the of- 


“fice, arrested Baxter, and took him to Platt- 


burg. It was there he escaped, 


Diamonds Seized Are to Be Sold. 

A dispatch from Montreal says Baxter 
was seen at his office yesterday. He said 
it was merely a coincidence that he had 
diamonds with him when arrested, as he 
had forgotten to take the two packages out 
of his pocket before he took the train on 


Sunday. 

The diamonds seized were returned to Col- 
lector Kilbreth of New York from Platts- 
burg. They will be sold under the Federal 
law, which requires that seized contraband 
goods shall be sold in the district in which 
they are seized, 

James Baxter was a customs broker in 
Chicago in 1878 and 1879 who entered into a 
conspiracy to dispose of government match 
stamps secured from the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue by giving as security 
worthless bonds which had been approved 
by the United States District-Attorney and 
Federal Judges of the district. 

Finding it easy to dispose of stamps 80 
easily secured by others Baxter went into 
the business for himself, printed letterheads 
of a match company of which James Fitz- 
gerald, a penniless clerk in his office, figured 
as President, bunkoed the late Judge Drum- 
mond into indorsing a worthless bond for 
$40,000 worth of internal revenue match 
stamps, sold them at 95 per cent of their face 
value, and went to Canada with his loot, 
when the government officials discovered 
that no pay could be secured for the stamps 
sold on credit. 

Made a Profit of $60,000. 

Baxter made about $60,000 out ofghis 
dealings with the government. His first 
offense was begun Dec’ 3, 1878, when with 
Phineas Ayer, who posed as the stamp man- 
ufacturer, Matton F. Hale, Henry Sloan, 
and Stephen G. Hooker, he conspired to 
flimflam Uncle Sam by means of a prettily 
engraved but worthless bond bearing the 
names of Ayer and half a dozen others as 
sureties. The United States District At- 
torney certified that the bond was good, 
Jan. 18, 1879, and four days later the pseudo 
match manufacturers an to rake in the 
profits of the scheme by filing the bond with 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
drawing stamps to the value of $7,350. On 
Jan. 29 Baxter got $11,550 worth of stamps 
and $4,500 worth on Feb. 3. 

Refused to Divide Profits. 


The scheme was so simple and worked so 
smoothly that Baxter concluded it was fool- 
ish to divide with so many. Using his clerk, 
James Fitzgerald, as a dupe he went into the 
match manufacturing business, on paper, 
for himself, and executed a $40,000 bond with 
worthless securities. He hoodwinked Judge 
Drummond into approving the bond, aided 
thereto by his smooth address and the unin- 
tentional aid of the late Leonard Swett, who 
introduced him ta Judge Drummond. 

He secured the stamps on Feb. 1 and sold 
them before the Federal authorities began 
to get a glimmering idea that they had been 
swindled in the transaction. 

Had Excuse When Called to Account. 


Baxter was called to account for this and 
declared that he had simply acted as a 
broker for Ayer. Before the government 
went any deeper into the match bond 
frauds Baxter went to Canada for the sum- 
mer. He was still there when three indict- 
ments were returned against him on Nov. 
24, 1879, and never came back to stand trial. 
There was no extradition treaty with Can- 
— enable the government to bring him 
back. 

Baxter’s next exploit was to fool his wife's 

‘lawyer, Judge L. R. Shreve, as cleverly as 
he had fooled the government officials. His 
wife began suit for divorce and custody of 
the children early in 1880. In October, after 
some correspondence, Baxter persuaded his 
wife to bring their 6-year-old son to London, 
Ont., on the pretense that he was going to 
England and wanted to settle some property 
on the boy before leaving. 

Judge Shreve took the bey to the Queen’s 
Hotel, met Baxter, and was persuaded to 
send the boy to bed in order to go to the 
Royal Opera-House with his host. Shreve 
didn’t watch Baxter closely enough and the 
broker slipped away from him and took the 
boy to Montreal. 


WM. WALDORF ASTOR “IS NOT IN.” 


Friends Try te Account for His Visit 
to This Country. 5 

New York, April 2.— [Special. I William 
Waldorf Astor, who returned to New York 
from London yesterday, is keeping himself 
closely housed at the New Netherland, 
where he is occupying a magnificent suite 
of eight rooms on the Fifth avenue side. 


It is doubtful if his friends and even his 


intimate associates will see much of him 
during his stay in this city, which will be of 
about two months’ duration. One of the 
known reasons of his visit to New York is 
to make his annual pilgrimage to his wife’s 
grave in Trinity Cemetery. 

Last year he told his friends here he in- 
tended to visit it at least once a year. Mr. 
Astor is looking much better than when he 
came here under such sad circumstances 
two years ago. Still he is in deep mourning 
for his wife. Mr. Paul, one of the family of 
Mr. Astor’s deceased wife, is about the only 
man who just now enjoys his intimate 
friendship. 

There is a standing order with the clerk 
of the hotel that no cards or notes be taken 
up to him. If the interviewer succeeds in 
getting at Mr. Astor there will be some in- 
teresting reading matter put before the pub- 
lic. There are a dozen interesting rumors 
afloat concerning Mr. Astor and the pur- 
poses of his long visit at this time. Little 
credence is given to the report that Mr. Astor 
may again locate in New York. His hobby, 
newspaper work, is centered in London. 
He has large holdings there, and has just 
finished a London office building which is 
one of the modern architectural wonders in 
the English metropolis. 

Scme of Mr. Astor’s hotel matters in this 
city still need considerable adjusting, it is 
Said. It is a Strange fact that on both his 
Visits to New York he has not stopped at the 
Waldorf Hotel. During his last visit he had 
a luncheon at the Waldorf, but he has never 
carefully inspected his magnificent hotel.

Plans ‘of the Combine Outlined. 


At the conclusion of the meeting George 
T. Oliver, President of the Hoinsworth 
steel company of Pittsburg, Pa., made the 
following statement: 

With the exception of a few weeks last 
fall the manufacturers of bessemer steel 
in the United States have been conducting 
a losing business for the last three years. 
This has resulted more through the growin 
influence of the middle men than on accoun 
of competition between the manufacturers 
themselves. 

With the purpose in view of eliminating 
such influences and of bringing about 
closer relations between buyer and seller 
the steel men met in session, and have stic- 
ceeded in agreeing among themselves that 
in the future all negotiations shall be con- 
fined strictly to the producer on the one 
hand and the consumer on the other. 

“It is not intended to restrict production 
except so far as such restriction will 
be brought about by doing away with 
such fictitious transactions and the 
confining of business to the actual wants 
of the country. In many instances a middle- 
man will purchase steel in large quantities 
from a manufacturer for which he has no 
customer in sight. When the time of deliv- 
‘ery arrives the manufacturer will naturally 
expect his eustomer to furnish specifications 
for the steel. His only course is to dump it 
on the market at any price it will bring. 
One such transaction has in many instances 
resulted in the demoralization of the entire 
market, and even the business for the rest 
of the season. We hope through the influ- 
ence of this organization and by frequent 
meetings and interchange of views to do 
away with this evil. We think we can do so.

land just as there is no treason against our 
fatherlandif we love humanity. As the oak is 
virtually contained in the acorn, so the 
universal importance of a noble feeling is 
contained in its national significance: for 
a noble feeling, whatever its object may be 
—whether family, or fatherland, or man- 
kind, or science, or art—always makes us 
participate with universal life.“

At present boys are herded in: one cell, 
and the vile practices in which they indulge 
are not fit for publication. Besides, the 
association of evil and semi-evil makes 
reformation almost helpless. The women 
declare they are not willing to codperate in 
any scheme that will overlook this vital 
necessity. 

On the other hand, the Finance committee 
has proposed to add another story to the 
John Worthy school at the bridewell, to be 
used as an open dormitory under the charge 
of guards. The John Worthy School is a 
modern, commodious building erec by the 
Board of Education, which has the. money 
for equipment which they are not willing to 
apply unless a proper dormitory system is 
introduced. 

The outcome of the final conference was 
the conversion of Ald. Finkler to the double 
dormitory system proposed by the women, 
while Ald. O’Neil remained obdurate and 
Ald. Madden was non-committal. 

The day’s investigation was most interest- 
ing. The women who had not visited the 
bridewell were greatly pleased with the gen- 
eral surroundings. The bridewell is south- 
west of Chicago, and stands on fifty-four 
acres of ground. The main structure, the 
bridewell proper, was first visited. In the 
scrupulously clean distributing-room the 
gang came in lock-step for the midday allow- 
ance of soup and bread. 

In the Children’s Wards. 


After a tour of their cells a turn was taken 
in the children’s wards. There the women 
met an illustration in proof of the necessity 
for the double dormitory system. In one 
cell were two boys, 13 and 14 years of age. 

“What are you here for?“ asked Mrs. 
Flower of the older. 

** Stealin’ watches,” was the answer. 

And you?” turning to his companion. 

Jumpin' on the cars,“ he said. 

The evil influence of the youthful thief 
over the boy imprisoned for a trivial offense 
was indisputable. 

The John Worthy School was thoroughly 
inspected and found more attractive than 
many school rooms in Chicago. The missing 
link needed to turn it into a full-fledged 
manual training school is the desired dor- 
mitory system. 

An earnest conference followed luncheon 
served in the apartments of Supt. Mark 
Crawford. Mrs. Flower presented the wishes 
of the women for the double dormitory sys- 
tern. The corruption of boys under the 
present arrangement was said to be such 
that police justices were unwilling to com- 
mit young trespassers of the law. 


Statement of Justices. 


Mrs. Flower had a signed statement bear- 
ing the names of the following Justices of 
the Peace:

This statement said: 

We are decidedly of the opinion from our 
experience on the bench that the thing most 
needed today in the City of Chicago is the 
dormitory in connection with the John 
Worthy School, that we may have some place 
to commit children guilty of petty offenses 
who are arrested under the laws of the State 
and brought before us, and for whom, at 
present, we have but two courses to pursue: 
To turn them into the streets to continue the 
course on which they have begun until they 
culminate in some offense so grave they are 
candidates for the penitentiary; or to send 
them to the bridewell to be further educated 
in crime by the adult criminals with whom 
they must necessarily associate.“ 

At the same time the women have been in 
correspondence with similar institutions 
elsewhere as to the advantages of the cell 
system. Mrs. Conger had two letters which 
strongly advocated that system. One from 
Joseph Nicholson, Superintendent of the 
Detroit House of Correction, said: 

„If boys must be imprisoned they should 
be kept from the old and hardened offenders, 
and each one to sleep by himself; otherwise 
the desired effect of imprisonment will be 
reversed.” 

The Superintendent of the Illinois State 
Reformatory at Pontiac, R. W. McClaughry, 
said in his letter: 

„In my opinion cells are the best method 
of caring for boys. Dormitories may an- 
swer for those below the age of 12, but I 
should never allow more than one boy above 
that age to occupy acell. You have no idea 
how much vice is bred by association, espe- 
cially at night.” 

Result of the Conference. 

Other women expressed their views, 
strongly backed by Supt. Crawford. Ald. 
O’Neil declared he was unmoved by the 
presentation of facts and was utterly op- 
posed to the cell system. Ald. Finkler con- 
fessed himself a convert. Ald. Madden an- 
nounced that his committee would get es- 
timates of two plans—the erection of a build-

ing with the semi-dormitory, semi-cell sys- 


tem, and of the extension of the John Worthy 
School, with the single dormitory system. 

After ascertaining the cost will come the 
problem of securing the money. But as sug- 
gested, there is hope of a loan being made 
to the city for that purpose. 

The women were much encouraged, and 
expect in the course of a week ora fortnight 
to be notified by the Finance committee of 
their decision as to the acceptance of a plan 
and the proposed procedure.

‘Suggestive Hints for Buyers Among 


the Food Staples. 

Two staple articles of food, beans and 
potatoes, are selling at prices lower than the 
lowest known to old commission merchants. 
Last year Burbank potatoes, the kind to ask 
kor if choice ones are wanted, were selling 
at 68 cents to 70 cents a bushel in carlots 


on the tracks. Today they can be purchased 


at 18 cents to 10 cents a bushel. The cause 
is overproduction. Up in Wisconsin 
thousands of bushels are stored away in 
pits and cellars waiting to be marketed. 
Nineteen cents a bushel in Chicago means 
about 10 cents to 15 cents a bushel on the 
farms in Wisconsin. Probably the farmers 
will not plant so many potatoes this year. 

Last year choice hand-picked navy and 
pea beans were selling in round lots at $2.05 
u bushel, and now nice, clean beans, to- 
gether with the sacks. sell slowly at 92% 
cents to 94 cents. Beans being among the 
most nutritious foods the boon to consumers 
will be recognized. The railroads every day 
continue to haul in train loads of beans 
and this shows that the country is full of 
them or the farmers would not market them 
at such low figures. 

Poultry is a luxury this season because 
of its scarcity. Authorities on fowls are at 
a loss to explain the deficiency, as chicken 
feed is abundant. Besides, eggs have been 
coming in like an avalanche for several 
weeks, forcing prices down to the lowest 
notch known in many years. There seems 
to be an abundance of hens in the country, 
but farmers apparently prefer to keep them 
and sell the eggs cheap, when they might 
get good prices for the fowls. Dressed 
chickens are selling in the street at 7 cents 


to 8 cents, whereas last year 6% cents to 7% 
cents was a top price. Dressed turkeys 


sold last year at 12 cents to 13 cents, and now 
they are hard to buy at 14% cents to 15 cents 


n pound. 


Celery is apparently not in such favor for 
the table as it used to be. The demand has 
been tame so far this spring. Fine bunches 
from Kalamazoo, Mich., can be purchased 
at 25 cents to 50 cents a dozen, wholesale, 
and California celery, fancy variety, 
trimmed and well put up, at 60 cents to 00 


cents a dozen.

The meeting broke up noisily, and Colvin 
left to resume his campaign while his help- 
ers seuttered to resume their favorite 
methods of electioneering. 

Celvin at the Start. 


John H. Colvin entered the City Council 
from the old Sixteenth, now the Twenty- 
second Ward, in the 1 of 1882. His 
first opportunity to range himself on the 
side of F corporations 
came in the session of June 5, 1882, when he 
voted for an ordinance to turn over a part of 
the Lake-Front Park to the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. The ordinance, introduced 
by Ald. Cullerton, whose disciple Colvin was 
at first, and with whom he was later a co- 
leader of the gang, was beaten. 

On June 12, 1882, Ald. Colvin introduced 
an ordinance instructing the Mayor and 
Commissioner of Public Works to take pos- 
session of the Exposition Building on the 
Lake-Front for the use of the City of Chi- 
cago. It was then thought likely that the 
exposition people saw the point. Colvin 
never pressed it. 

The first appearance as the champion of 
street railway corporations made by the man 
who is now trying to break into the Council 
again in spite of his record was on July 10, 
1882. He then voted and spoke against a 
general ordinance requiring street cars to 
stop for passengers in the middle of ex- 
tremely long blocks, as well as at crossings. 
His efforts to prevent any undue wear and 
tear on rails and brakes were successful. 


Helps Railroads. 


There was a lull in franchise granting until 
April 30, 1883, when Colvin voted for an 
ordinance granting the Pennsylvania rafl- 
read company the right to lay tracks across 
West Water and Canal streets without hu- 
miliating the company by asking for any 
pay for the use of the streets. 

On N 7, 1883, Colvin voted for an or- 
dinance by which the District Telegraph 
company was given a franchise to string 
wires over and along all streets and alleys 
of the city. No remuneration for the use of 
the public highways was exacted. 

On entering his second year of service as 
an Alderman Colvin was appointed Chair- 
man of the Committtee on Streets and Alleys 
North, and two months later, on July 30, he 
showed his appreciation of his duties by 
actively supporting the blanket ordinances 
extending the franchises of all the street 


railway companies of the city for twenty 


years. As a sdp to the public the ordinance 
prescribed the annual license fee of 380 a 
year, against which the corporations had 
been waging a losing fight for several years. 

Colvin wound up the year on Dec. 10 by 
voting for an ordinance giving the Chicago 
and Evanston railway company the right to 
lay more tracks in Hawthorne avenue. 
which had been partly surrendered to the 
road years before. Fourteen days later he 
aided in passing the measure over Mayo 
Harrison's. veto. ; 


Horse and Dummy Railway. 

On April 21, 1884, Calvin helped give the 
Adams street bridge and rights of way in 
Adams, Desplaines, Harrison, and Twelfth 
streets, Western avenue, and other West 
Side streets to the Chicago Horse and Dum- 
my railway company, now a part of the 
Yerkes system. 

On June 7, 1880, the North Chicago Street 
railway company asked the Council for the 
privilege of changing its motive power from 
horse to cable. Some Aldermen thought this 
an excellent opportunity to insist on some 
return favors from the road to the public, 
but Colvin enthusiastically opposed all ef- 
forts to secure concessions for the city or 
the people. 

These were some of the proposed amend- 
ments he fought bitterly and defeated: An 
amendment requiring the company to sell 
twenty-five-ride tickets for a dollar: an 
amendment providing for rides for a single 
fare from Lincoln Park to Twelfth street 
and from the park to Ashland avenue; an 
ordinance requiring the company the com- 
pany to keep its tracks clear of snow in 
winter and not to pile the snow on either 
side of the tracks so as to obstruct travel. 

La Salle Street Tunnel. 

Six weeks later, on July 19, 1886, John H. 
Colvin, with a liberality in giving away pub- 
lic property which Twenty-second Ward 
taxpayers remember, voted away the La 
Salle street tunnel to the same rallroad com- 
pany, and threw in the South Side loop fran- 
chise, worth $1,000,000 more. Colvin rejected 
amendments providing for twenty-five rides 
for a dollar and joint use of the tracks by 
other lines. He permitted the company be 
required to build bridges over the river at 
Clark and Wells streets as a partial return 
for monopolizing the tunnel, but firmly re- 
fused to allow the minority to saddle the 
road with an expense of $1,000 a year to 
maintain the bridges. 

The cable and tunnel grabs were the most 
brilliant achievements in this record. When 
a reform grand jury, some time later, began 
to take a curious interest in the methods by 
which ordinances were passed Colvin found 
it convenient to sacrifice the last year of 
his third term and his hopes of re#lection for 
a hurried trip to Europe, where he staid some 
months till the era of reform grand juries 
was ended.

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ELECTION BOARD TO HEAR ABASONS 


Will Ask Atlanta Why They Made Se 
: Many Amidavits. 

Election Commissioners Baird, Meier, and 
Keenan conferred privately for several 
hours yesterday afternoon on the subject of 
reopening the cases of the 1,822 registered 
voters whose names were stricken from the 
lists the night before because of their fail- 
ure to appear in answer to notices from the

Commissioner Keenan contended strongly 
that it was not the purpose of the law for 
one man to send out a thousand notices, and 
it was finally decided to send out notices to 
the men who had sworn out a large number 
of affidavits requiring them to appear before 
the board at 8 o'clock today to give a full ex- 
planation of their reasons. 

“For my part,” said President Baird, “I 
am still firmly convinced. as I was last night, 
that the board has not disfranchised any 
voters, or, at least, only a few, but has 
simply struck off a lot of names that had 
no business on the registry lists. Everybody 
against whom an affidavit was made re- 


ous efforts were made by interested poli- 
tletans to get everybody in here who could 
qualify. They began to run out of ma- 
terial at 9 o'clock last night, and at midnight 
there was no one here. For the last few 
hours almost the only persons who tried to 
qualify were repeaters, and a great deal of 
repeating was doné, I am convinced, that 
we did not detect. 

* Still,” eonecluded Mr. Baird, it is not 
right that one man should send out affida- 
vits against many hundreds of people, few 
of whom he could know personally. We al- 
lowed more latitude to C. Pberlein, who 
filed 1,287 affidavits, because we understood 
he represented the Civic Federation. We 
will send for Mr. Eberlein tomorrow and for 
others who swore out a great many affida- 
vits and-find out why they did it.” 

Commissioner Meier, who voted with Pres- 
ident Baird to strike off the names, declined 
to discuss the question, and Judge Carter 
took a similar stand.

He is President 
of the College Civil Service Reform club and 
his followers say he is admirably qualified 
by experience for the head of the league. 
He claims to have the support of Harvard, 

‘Yale, Boston University, Princeton, Cornell, 
Oberlin, Pennsylvania, Chicago College of 
Law, Northwestern University, the Uni- 
versities of Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, 
and nearly all the Illinois colleges.

Down in Central Ihlinois, in a town not 
much over a hundred miles from Spring- 
field, Uves an individual who for four years 
was the Postmaster of the place, appointed 
by President Harrison on the recommenda- 
tion of Senator Cullom. There were a good 
many applicants for the office, but Mr. Cul- 
lom landed his man in the postoffice.

He is going up and 
down the county in which he lives organiz- 
ing McKinley clubs, and he wante the dele- 
gates to the State convention to elect four 
delegates-at-large pledged to McKinley. He 
says he likes Cullom as much as he ever did, 
but he sees no reason why his county should 
support Cullom for the Presidency. 

This man is a candidate for reappointment 
to the office which he held for four years. 


His petition has not been circulated yet, but 


his plans are all laid. Shelby M. Cullom is in 
the Senate of the United States and has five 
years of service before him. He never stood 
as well in his life in the Senate as he does 
today. He enjoys the confidence of his 
brother Senators, irrespective of party—and, 
by the way, there are only two Republican 
Senators who are McKinley men. Suppos- 
ing, for sake of argument, Maj. McKinley is 
nominated and elected. Mr. Cullom will be 
in just as good a position as he ever was. 
He will have a great deal to say about the 
distribution of Federal patronage in Illinois. 
The offices in the districts represented by 
Democrats will be at his disposal. Such 
offices as United States Marshal, Collectors 
of Ports, and Internal Revenue Collector are 
generally given to the men who are indorsed 
by the Senator or Senators from their re- 
spective States, and the influence of the Sen- 
ator is always felt when the appointments 
are made.

IOWA VOTES DOWN WHISKY STILL. 


Measure to Allow Manufacture Re- 
ceives Defeat in the Senate. 
Des Moines, Ia., April 2.—[Spectal.]}—The 


bill to permit the manufacture of intoxicat- 


ing liquors in Iowa was killed this afternoon 
in the Senate. 

As predicted last night, Senator Alexander 
of Linn voted against the measure, as did 
also Senator Sargent of Grundy and Sena- 
tor Penrose of ‘lama. 

The supporters could only muster twenty- 
two votes, while twenty-seven were record- 
ed against it. 

The affirmative votes were cast by fifteen 
Republicans and seven Democrats, and the 
votes against the. bill were all by Repub- 
licans. 

When it became apparent this morning 
the bill would be defeated several proposi- 
tions were made to the supporters to 
smother without coming to roll-call. These 
propositions were made by some of thé Re- 
publicans who were opposed to it. One was 
to tack a lot of amendments on the bill and 
have it sent back to the committee to die. 
Another was the opposition Senators should 
vote for the Democratic substitute bill and 
then vote to lay the bill on the table. 

The supporters of the bill after consulta- 
tion refused to be a party to any scheme of 
the sort, saying they could stand up better 
in defeat than if they attempted to dodge 
the question. 

Of course some of the supporters of the bill 
are considerably chagrined at the result, 
but the majority of the believers in manu- 
facturing are disposed to accept the situation 
gracefully. 

This afternoon Senator Hipwell offered 
the Democratic caucus manufacturing. bill 
as a substitute. It was voted down 7 7 
yeas, 81 nays, the Democrats alone voting 


for it. 
ACCUSES SMITH OF INCONSISTENCY. 


Crisp Gets Impatient and Says He Is 
Tired of Joint Debates. 
Atlanta, Ga., April 2.—Six thousand people 
gathered tonight to hear the second of the 
series of joint debates on the currency be- 
tween Secretary of Interior Hoke Smith and 
ex-Speaker Charles E. Crisp. Both speakers 
were greeted with salvos of cheers on their 
appearance, that accorded the Secretary be- 
ing the heartiest, perhaps, because of the 
fact that Atlanta is his home and a pro- 

nounced sound money center. 

The speeches were along the same lines 
as those delivered at Augusta. When Mr. 
Crisp began his speech he was interrupted 
several times by. questions, at which he 
became impatient and exclaimed: 

“This joint debate business may be fun 
to my friend Smith, but it's not fun for me. 
I’m a candidate for the Senate, and I’m 
anxious to get through with these joint de- 
bates and get down to the business of a can- 
didate. My friend Smith, however, is not 
a candidate for the Senate. He says he has 
no desire to be, and I have no idea that the 
people of Georgia will force him to run.“ 

Here Mr.. Crisp read a letter written by 
Secretary Smith in 1890, favoring the free 
coinage of silver, enunciating its declara- 
tions with careful emphasis. He also read 
what. purported to be extracts from two 
Speeches delivered by Secretary Smith, one 
in 1884, in which he opposed the single gold 
standard, and the other in Augusta two 
nights ago, in which he advocated the single 
etandard. 


SCHOOL QUESTION IN MANITOBA. 


Commissioners Fail to Agree—Prop- 
osition Made by Each Side. 
Ottawa, Ont., April 2.—The text of the pro- 
ceedings at the conference between the Do- 
minion and Manitoba Governments’ Com- 
missioners, which closed without result at 
Winnipeg yesterday, with relation to the 
vexed school question, was made public here 
and in Winnipeg tonight. The official state- 
ment shows that the Dominion Government 
made a proposition to Manitoba that the 
province should adopt the Nova Scotia or 
New Brunswick system, under which such 
schools in a modified form are retained. 
The Manitoba Government replied declin- 
ing to accept the offer, but proposed to en- 
tirely secularize the schools, offering to set 
apart a half-hour between 3:30 and 4p. m. 
each day for religious services and teaching, 
such exercises to be conducted by any 
Christian clergyman whose charge included 
any portion of the school district, or by a 
person not a clergyman, but authorized by 
the latter and acceptable to a majority of 
the school trustees. No pupils should be 
required to attend religious exercises if the 
parents objected, and such pupils would be 
dismissed at 3:30. This proposition the Do- 
minion Government, through its Commis- 


sioners, refused to accept, and the confer- 


ence closed.

Passed an ordinance extending the fire 
limits in the territory between Sixty-first 
and Sixty-third streets and Wentworth and 
Princeton avenues. : 

P O'Neill Puts On the Brakes. 

The most interesting bit of business in the 
session was an ordinance which purported 
to come from the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South. It sought to give the South 
Chicago City railway company the power 
to lay tracks from Stony Island avenue and 
Sixty-fourth street, thence on Sixty-fourth 
street to Madison avenue, south of the line 
of the L road, making a loop to return 
to the starting point. This would make 
three street car loops at or near the Sixty- 
fourth street entrance to the park. The 
ordinance was accompanied by a favorable 
report from the committee signed by Me- 
Cartny, Bigane, Martin, Merchant, Shepard, 
Gleason, and Doerr. 

Ald. O'Neill pricked up his ears when the 
title of the ordinance was read, and asked: 

“When did we have a meeting? I will 
ask when the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys met? I had not heard of the meet- 
ing. 

Ald. Kent also wanted information regard- 
ing the time and place of meeting. 

“I want to state,“ he said, that I had no 
notice of the meeting“. 

Ald. O'Neill then moved to place the or- 
dinance on file until the committee should 
eve proper notice of a meeting to consider 

t. 


The ordinance was finally referred to the 
Committee on Streets and Allevs South. 
It is understood Ald. Gleason says he did 
not sign the report at all. 

To Protect Children. 


The Council passed an ordinance drawn 
by the Humane Society preventing the use 
or employment of children under the age of 
14 years in the streets or alleys of the city 
or in saloons in singing, playing on musical 
instruments, or rope or wire walking, dan- 
cing, begging, cr peddling, or as gymnasts, 
contortionists, riders, or acrobdts in any 
place whatsoever, or for any obscene, inde- 
cent, or immoral purpose, exhibition, or 
practice whatsoever, or in or abou: any bus- 


‘ {pess, exhibition, or vocation injurious to 


the health or dangerous to the lives or limbs 
of such children. It provides against the 
hiring of such children, defini: & cruelty as 
follows: 

By cruelly beating, torturing, overwork- 
ing, mutilating, or causing or knowingly 
allowing the same to be done. 

“ By unnecessarily failing to provide any 
child in his or her charge or custody with 
proper food, drink, shelter, or raiment. 

Ry abandoning any child; or who shall 
willfully or unnecessarily expose to the in- 
clemency of the weather, or shall wilifully 
or unnecessarily in any manner. injure in 
health or limb any child or apprentice under 
the age of 14 years.” 

The penalty for each offense is from $5 to 
$100 fine. 

Thirty-fifth Street Boulevard. 


Ald. Madden introduced an ordinance, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South, providing that con- 
sent be given to the South Patk Commission- 
ers to abandon Thirty-fifth streec boulevard 
from Michigan avenue to Grand boulevard, 
and to take Scuth Park avenue from Thirty- 
fifth street to T'hirty-third street, and Thir- 
ty-third street from South Park avenue to 
Michigan boulevard. In explanation of the 
purpose ef the erdinance Ald. Madden said: 

Last winter, during the session of the 
Legislature, a bill was passed authorizing 
the South Park Commissioners to abandon 
Thirty-fifth street and to accept in lieu of 
it some other street running east and west. 
The Council at that time passed an ordinance 
turning over to the Commissioners Twenty- 
ninth street. Now they will not accept 
Twenty-ninth street, but will take Thirty- 
third street if we give it to them. The matter 
is of interest only tothe Fourth Ward.“ 

On motion of Ald. Finkler the Council! 
passed an ordinance exempting from boule- 
vard use that portion of Diversey street be- 
tween the North Branch of the Chicago 
River on the west and the easterly line of 
Clybourn averue on the east, such portion of 
Diversey avenue being necessary for traffic 
over the bridge. 

Permit for “Bleachers.” 


On motion of Ald. Bidwill an order allow- 
ing the Chicago Baseball club to erect tem- 
porary grand-stands and seats on its 
grounds between Lincoln and Wood streets 
and Polk and Taylor vas passed. 

The Council refused to pass an ordinance 
contemplatitg the sale of city property 
known as Nos. 77 and 79 East Madison street 
and the southwest corner of Union and Eagle 
streets. 

Ald, Brennan made a protest against the 
latter proposition and it was knocked out of 
the ordinance. The amended ordinance was 
then voted upon and beaten by a vote of 
yeas 26 to nays 23. 

On motion of Ald. Madden the ordinance 
giving the McAvoy Brewing company the 
right to construct a tunnel in South Park 
avenue, between Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth streets, was made a special order for 
the next meeting. 

Ald, Coughlin introduced and had adopted 
a great number of orders for ordinances for 
the improvement of streets and alleys in 
the ward which he represents. He got 
through a coal.hole order at Madison and 
Franklin streets. 

The fire limits were extended so as to in- 
clude. the territory between Sixty-first and 
Sixty-third streets and Wentworth and 
Princeton avenues. 

The Council, on motion of Ald. Campbell, 
concurred in the report of the Finance com- 
mittee recommending the refunding of 8100. 
000 of 7 per cent municipal bonds at a much 
lower interest. 

Adjournment was then taken to next 
Wednesday evening.

audience—it is without reason. Mrs. Fiske— 
to use a figure brought out by the occasion— 
is shooting Frerch cartridges from an Amer- 
ican firearm of singular precision and ac- 
curacy. Her marksmanship is perfect in 
loading, in aiming, and in firing. It does not 
come within yards of hitting the target—if 
“making a hit” with her audience is the 
object in view. . 

Mrs. Fiske played the part of Cesarine 
with an appreciation, delicacy, refinement, 
and reserved force that nothing but patient 
study, insistent rehearsals, and great, art 
could have given it. She brought more to it 
than even the dramatist himself could have 
required. So far as the lesson behind the 


play is conderned she tayght it in its full- 


ness. If ever a woman lived who should 
have been divorced it was this woman. But 
she did considerably more, and it was cleac- 
ly within the lines. of the drama itself that 
this was effected. 

Dumas is remarkably successful with his 
women characters. His men are frequent- 
ly—Claude in this instance particularly—in- 
clined to weakness, or at least grateful 
only to foreign palates. When he started 
cut to depict u man in the full sense of 
the word he drew a heartless, unsympa- 
thetic prig, and Mr. James Neill, who es- 
sayed the character, could not have made 
anything more of it with all the genius in 
the world. 

Naturally, therefore, the audience retali- 
ated upon this unnatural abstraction by 
giving such sympathy as it could to the 


' woman—who deserved none. The sympa- 


thies, indeed, throughout the play went wan- 
dering about like Noah’s dove; but they 
brought no olive branch home, That Cesar- 
ine was able to obtain any for herself is 
no mean triumph. It was almost the only 
tribute that could be paid to her acting, 
for the subject forbade more. 

Cesarine has done everything before and 
after marriage that she ought not to do, 
and when the play opens is just returning 
from a three months’ absence from her 
home. She has been ill and becomes repent- 
ant. Her husband's discovery of a marvel- 
ous weapon of precision and terrific ef- 
ficiency has turned her heart to him. He, 
intending to use it for the benefit of man- 
kind by making war.too destructive to he 
possible, confides its secret to his adopted 
son Antoine, who is already in love with 
Cesarine. 

To them comes in the guise of one seck- 
ing. to lend money on Claude’s estate, de- 
pleted by the expenses incidental to his in- 
vention,. one Cantagnac, an agent for a 
company which seeks to possess itself of 
such matters as this weapon by any means, 
fair or foul. He finds Claude unwilling to 
sell, and turns to Cesarine. He is familiar 
with every detail of her miserable life. 
These he recounts to her, only to find that 
her husband already knows them all. Then 
he takes up what she has done—things lay- 
ing her open to criminal prosecution—in the 
three months’ absence just past. 

To this she does not succumb. She lays 
the matter before her husband, so far as his 
disgust for her and engrossment in his in- 
vention and its results will permit. She falls 
to interest him and determines on revenge. 
She makes love to Antoine, who shares the 
secret, and eventually possesses herself of it. 
While he is endeavoring to take the manu- 
script of it from her, Claude enters and 
kills her with a rifle Antoine himself has 
invented. The servant had betrayed the plot 
to him. 

The scene with Cantagnac was wonder- 
fully effective. At the outset, as he recounts 
the guilt with which the past was filled, 
Cesarine interrupts to tell him that it is 
not polite to inform a woman of her age. 
When the final disclosure is made a moral 
terror possesses her—which was faithful to 
nature to the last degree. Through all the 
earlier scenes of the play there were touches 
both delicate and strong, like the lines of u 
master engraver. The hands spoke and tho 
body sometimes, when the back was turned, 
told more than half the story. 

The attempted reconciliation with the hus- 
band was filled with the simplicity that 
comes of — . sincerity. So, too, the win- 
ning of Antoine. And the close of the second 
act was quietly effective in a way that its 
suggestiveness made necessary. 

The French play was preceded by Prof. 
Brander Matthews’ This Picture and 
That,” a little comedy of the war times as 
wholesome and appealing as the other was 
not. It was pure comedy in every sense of 
the word and full of good humor and pleas- 
ant finesse. Why cannot Matthews write a 
purpose drama to take the place of the other? 

The company was good as a whole. Mr. 
Frank R. Mills as the Doctor of the curtain- 
raiser and the Cantagnac of the other 
showed an ability for the assumption of char- 
acter which entitles him to praise. Mr. Al- 
bert Grau, once his mastery of our difficult 
tongue is secure, will achieve notable suc- 
cess. His personal attractiveness and dra- 
matic abilities all make for it. Mr. James 
Neill, first as Maj. Strong and then as 
Claude, gave every evidence of painstaking, 
but he lacked fire. Mr. Harry de Vere only 
said a few words in the opening piece, but he 
did say them well.

Miss Olga Nethersole scored another ar- 
tistic triumph in Frou Frou.“ The qual- 
ities that made her remarkable perform- 
ance of Carmen possible reappeared with all 
the coarseness eliminated and supported by 
a glimmering of moral responsibility. She 
was the ideal spoiled girl and frivolous wife, 
and when the first consciousness of her do- 
mestic limitations dawned on her coincident 
with the jealousy of her sister in that famous 
denunciation scene the audience manifested 
its appreciation with bravas and ap- 
plause that would not be satisfied until the 
artist had reappeared twice before the cur- 
tain. The pleasure of the evening was 
marred somewhat by the long waits, which 
protracted the play emst after 12 o'clock. 


There were many noble moments in the 
„Lohengrin presentation at the Auditori- 
um last night.~ Mme. Nordica and Miss 
Brema, who sustained the roles of Elsa and 
Ortruda in the Bayreuth Festival perform- 
ance of the opera, were seen together in the 
work for the first time here. Sig. Cremonini, 
the youngest and the most promising of 
tenors within recent recollection, supplied 
the title part. 

In the first act Sig. Cremonini accentuated 
through nervousness his inexperience. His 
portrayal of the part from the dramatic 
point of view is yet crude.. But he possesses 
on the other hand decided attraction in per- 
sonal appearance, being considerably abeve 
the average height of tenors and manly in 
beariny. Vocally, as well as in action in 
the beginning of the act, Sig. Cremonini 
awakened serious misgivings as to the out- 
come. With his work in the close of this 
same act and in the third act there was 
evidenced much that foreshadows great- 
ness. The genuine tenor quality is in his 
voice and with it the freshness and en- 
thusiasm of youth. With the labor insepar- 
able from success as an artist it would be 
unwise to put a limit upon the scope of his 
Success. 

Mme. Nordica gave the opening portion of 
the opera with a fuller ardor than at any 
point in her career. The detail and finish 
in her action of the role has developed and 
gained in artistic strength. The music of 
the part she sang with notable beauty. In 
the scene between Elsa and Ortruda the two 
singers engaged allowed an example of the 
value in grace in action which can be given 
to the episode. 

Miss Brema, last seen in the part of Or- 
truda with the Damrosch organization, sus- 
tained the same picturesque characteriza- 
tion. M. Plancon, the Enrico of previous 
performances, appeared from his voice some- 
what indisposed. The Herald was Sig. 
Vaschetti, also familiar in the part. With 
Sig. Kaschmann as Telramondo there wasa 
conventional impersonation, but his voice 
was more acceptable than at any time dur- 
ing the engagement.

The metal that will be found 
safest as a universal standard or measure of 
valueg will be found so from its own in- 
trinsic quality. It cannot be selected by 
law. All that law can do is to recognize it. 
It is a self-selected metal, and the same in- 
fluences that have led the race to abandon 
other inferior metals and to select first sil- 
ver, then silver and gold, have finally led the 
commercial nations of the world to select 
gold — the fittest standard for the measure 
of value. 


Now the principle of the Democratic

standard of value and of exchange is the 
money of the Democratic party.

Ottawa, III., April 2.—{Special,}—The pos- 
sibility of the indictment of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court for failure to observe the 
fag law with regard to the Supreme Court 
Building in this city is being speculated upon 
here as a sensational @Pisode of the meeting 
of the June grand jury. The Chief Justice 
of this court has full control of all the affairs 
of the building, even to the letting of the 
contract for the purchase of coal and the 
washing of windows. All matters come 
under his eye. He has neither ordered a 
flag nor a flagstaff placed upon the building. 
This fact and the farther fact that the As- 
sociate Justices legislate with him upon ex- 
pense matters and control seems to point to 
the conclusion that the court either consid- 
ers the act wholly unconstitutional or a piece 
of special legislation which leaves out State 
buildings and is, upon its face, void. Either 
conclusion makes a cold reception of the law 
certain should it ever reach this court.

St. Louis, Mo., April 2.—[Special.]—The 
trial of Cotton Schmidt, the 17-year-old 
conspirator, under indictment for the way- 
laying and murder of Artist Bertram At- 
water, was resumed at Clayton today. 

Matthew C. Orton, father of Atwater’s be- 
trothed, was the first witness called, but 
merely told of the discovery of Atwater’s 
body. Marion Stickland told how the de- 
fendant had rushed into Niemeyer’s saloon 
shouting that a man from Chicago had been 
murdered and telling where the body would

371% grains of silyer, being only 50 cents’ 
worth of that metal, can be kept at par by 
the legislative fiat. There is no school like 
that of experience, and both Tue TrisuNe 
and Gov. McKinley have attended it. 


THE PRESIDENT AS A WHISTLER. 

President Cleveland has been pictured as 
a solemn, austere man, wrapped up in him- 
self and possibly ducks. No suggestion of 
levity has ever crossed his biographical path 
and the popular idea has environed him in 
thick and heavy gloom. It is startling, 
therefore, and something of a shock to 
learn that as he walks along the White 
House balls he whistles. It appears, more- 
over, to be an old custom with the Chief 
Executive, but hitherto a well kept secret 
like the other details of his public life. 

The minor officials, according to the re- 
ports, appear to have been the chief if not 
the only witnesses of this phenomenon, and 
they are pictured as lining up in military 
array when they hear the Presidential 
tread and looking their prettiest as he passes 
by keeping time to the refrain of “ Silver 
Threads Among the Gold.” For, even 
while he whistles, the Cleveland character- 
istic of sticking to one idea predominates. 
There is no fickleness in the Presidential 
whistle, no flippant dalliance with the airs 
of the street, no straining for operatic ef- 
fects, no vulgar warbling or aspiritg trills, 
but just “Silver threads among the 
gold.“ He permits himself one variety, 
however, without dropping any of the 
threads of the song. “ Darling, I am grow- 
ing old,” is one of its legitimate and com- 
ponent parts, and this is included in his 
repertory. It is noticeable that attachés de-

SENATOR SHERMAN SATISFIED WITH 
WKINLEY. 


Senator John Sherman in a recent inter- 
view expressed his conviction that the esti- 
mate of Gen. Grosvenor, giving McKinley 
255 votes on the first ballot, was a conser- 
vative one; that a combination of othe- 
candidates against McKinley was unlikely: 
hecause they would not agree among them- 
selves; and also that McKinley would be 
nominated and elected, and that this out- 
come would be satisfactory to himself. As 
Senator Shegman would not have expressed 
himself in this explicit manner unless he 
had been satisfied that McKinley was sound 
on the money question, and that his ad- 
ministration would maintain the single gold 
standard, his utterance is invested with 
more than ordinary significance. 

No man has higher authority to speak 
upon this important question than Senator 
Sherman. His utterances will be accepted 
with more satisfaction than those of the 
McKinley managers, who are acting from 
purely political motives, or the declarations 
of the State convention, which was manip- 
ulated by the same managers in the inter- 
ests of their candidate, and which adopted 
a platform intended not alone to advance 
his interests but to catch votes in certain 
doubtful sections. Whatever Senator Sher- 
man says will carry more weight with it, so 
far as it relates tothe financial question, than 
theaggregate voice of all the McKinley man- 
agers or the uncertain plank upon which 
the candidate stands. 

It is reported and believed that if Me- 
Kinley is elected he will appoint Joh 
Sherman Secretary of the Treasury. T 
only emphasizes the convictions of the la- 
ter that McKinley is sound on the honest 
money question and that he has no sym- 
pathy with the free silver 16 to 1 quackery. 
The advocates of sound currency would 
ask nothing better than such an appoint- 
ment. It would satisfy them in all parts of 
the country. They would feel assured that 
the currency question would be settled upon 
a conservative and satisfactory basis, that 
the prevailing uncertainty in business 
circles would disappear, and that the 
country would enter upon a new era of prus- 
perity. 

The personal friends and supporters of a

As 
Senator Sherman is not a candidate him- 
self, and is not a McKinley manager, his 
declaration is one of the utmost significance.

BEICSTEIN’S FIGHT FOR HIS LIFE. 


He Describes His Terrible Struggie 
with the Train Robbers. 

Theodore Beilstein, the Chicago man who 
was robbed and thrown from a swiftly mov- 
ing train at Garrett, Ind., early on Wednes- 
day merning, arrived at his home, No, 5016 
Princeton avenue, yesterday. His left eye 
was black, his face swollen, and there was a 
gash on his nose caused by a blow from the 
butt of a revolver. His left side was badly 
bryised and he had internal injuries which 
his physician said might result seriously un- 
less he remained quietly in bed for a week. 

Mr. Beilstein passed through such an ex- 
perience as few men have endured and lived. 
In describing it he said: 

While the train was waiting at Garrett 
I walked around, and was on the opposite 
side of the cars from the depot when it 
started. I got on between the first two cars. 
Just as I got on I saw several men, and

heard one of them whisper, That's the 
messenger, boys.’ I tried to get off, but 
they closed in around me. One of them 
struck me in the face with the butt of his 
revolver, and others hammered me with 
their fists. Then they went through my 
pockets, took my money, watch, and chain, 
pulled off my overcoat, and took even my 
hat and my handkerchiefs. 

“ Then the fellow with the mask told them 

to throw me off. I begged hard, but the 
leader repeated his command. The train 
was passing over a trestle. The men seized 
me and 1 fought hard with them. There 
were six, instead of five, as reported, but I 
wasn't going to be thrown off without a 
struggle. I stood them off, anyway, till I 
got off that trestle, and it doubtless saved 
nry life. 
When I was thrown off I fell on my side 
into a bank of soft clay, and must have lain 
stunned for several moments. Then I got up 
and started back for Garrett, for I knew tho 
train didn’t stop till it got to Bremen, fifty 
miles away. I told the operator what had 
happened and he wired to Bremen. In a 
little over an hour word came back the gang 
had been captured.“ 

Mr. Beilstein said the robber who was 
fatally shot was the one who beat him with 
his revolver and ordered him thrown from 
the train. 


BARREL PROVES A DEEP MYSTERY. 


For Four Months It Has Mystified Res- 
idents of State Street, Near Scott. 
The people of the Twenty-second Ward 

want to know whoowns the barrel. It is not 

the Colvin barrel, whose contents have been 
much in evidence recently, concerning which 
interest is felt, but a stout, well-rounded, 
shiny-sided flour barrel which for more than 
four months has stood in the exact middle of 
the North State street sidewalk in the best 
residence part of that thoroughfare, near 

Scott street. 

The barrel has been the source of curiosity, 
amusement, and annoyance, in turn. It is 
fastened to the sidewalk in some mysterious 
Way, and has successfully withstood the 
weather, the kindling-wood gatherer, and 
the bonfire-building boy. 

For nearly five months an ex-President of 
the Civic Federation has daily picked his 
way round the barrel, eyed it carefully, and 
apparently made up his mind to bring its 
existence some day to the attention of the 
federation. 

It still holds its own, however. The barre 
is on the west side of State, just north o 
Scott street. It stands upright on a bit of 
choice sidewalk which reminds one of the 
mosaic in the Auditorium floor. 

A small bit was chipped from the walk last 
autumn and since then the barrel has 
marked the spot, a disfigurement by day and 
a dangerous stumbling block by night.

As a sequel to the withdrawal of Andrew 


Park Board, it was learned yesterday that 
his resignation had been placed in the Gov- 
ernor’s hands two months ago. 

No answer had been received from Gov. 
Altgeld, except a request to defer the matter 
until he could choose @ successor. Mr. Craw- 
ford thinks, however, he has waited long 
enough to satisfy the demands of courtesy 
and says he bas attended his last meeting of 
the board. 

Friction among the Commissioners is given 
by Mr. Crawford as the cause of his resigna- 
tion. He says it Was a ease of being out of 
harmony with the ideas of the other mem- 
bers—particularly Egbert Jamieson—and for 
the general good he concluded to drop out. 

“TI hoped the matter would not become 
public,” said Mr. Crawford, out of respect 
to Gov. Altgeld's wishes, until he named a 
successor. But my inability to codperate 
with the board made further attendance at 
its meetings useless, so I practically stepped 
out several weeks ago. 

“Tt was not a political difference that 
arose in the board, although I found myself, 


right angles tothe four Democrats. We dif- 
fered m y on matters of policy in expend- 
iture. THe board voted several improve- 
ments which I thought extravagant to the 
point of using up all the money available for 
more necessary matters. Failing to come 
to their views or win them to mine, I thought 


it best to make way for some other man who

“This antagonism I speak of seemed to 
spring up when ex-Judge Jamieson was ap- 
pointed to the board. I don’t know why it 
should be so, as we have not opposed each 
other in other lines, but it was true that he 
opposed everything I favored.

Altgeld’s appointment with re- 
luctance, I saw no reason to continue un-

Ever Before—Officers Are Chosen. 

For. Chicago tennis players a feast is now 
preparing in the shape of a Western lawn 
tennis circuit. In previous years the dates 
of the few open tournaments given by the 
clubs of the various cities through the Mid- 
die West have been in a hopeless tangle, so 
conflicting dates were numerous and little at- 
tention was paid by Chicago players to out 
of town events. This year, however, a reg- 
ular schedule of tournaments will be ar- 
ranged, and it is probable many of the local 
experts will follow the contemplated circuit. 

It is the formation of the new Western 
Lawn Tennis Association which makes this 
systematization of dates and places possi- 
ble. In previous years there has been no 
directing body in Western tennis affairs, 
and confusion and conflicting dates have 
resulted. Late last year, however, the much- 
desired move was made. At a meeting held 
at the Chicago Beach Hotel by a number 
of representative tennis players the Western 
Lawn Tennis Association was formed to 
take charge of the sport in this section of 
the United tSates.

The first move for the coming season was 
made by the new association yesterday. 
Secretary-Treasurer James P. Gardner of 
No. 2688 Shields avenue sent out notices to 
all the tennis clubs in the West of which 
the names could be learned, asking them to 
send their correct addresses to him, and 


offering them the privilege of joining the 


Western Association. After telling the ad- 
vantages to be gained by the union of all 
the principal tennis organizations in the 
West the circular states the intention of the 
new body to make the Western champion- 
ship tournament a representative Western 
event instead of so largely a local affair, as 
in the past. It asks the dates of all tourna- 
ments to be held by these various clubs be 
sent to the Secretary-Treasurer, so a West- 
ern circuit of tennis events can be formed. 

Last year local tennis experts competed in 
more out-of-town tournaments than any 
previous year in the history of the game in 
the West. Minnetonka Lake, Minn., Mil- 
waukee and Superior, Wis., Omaha, Neb., 
Detroit, Mich., and the Eastern cities were 
all visited by ‘Chicago players, and the best 
prizes of the Western cities were brought 
back to Chicago by them. Already a num- 
ber of Chicago cracks are talking of the 
Omaha, Minnetonka, and Superior tourna- 
ments for this year, and expressing their in- 
tention of attending. 

The formation of the Western tennis cir 
cuit will result in a much beter class of tour- 
naments being given in the various cities 
and in an increased number of local players 
entering them. It is also probable the West- 
ern championship event to be held here will 
attract in consequence a much greater num- 
ber of out-of-town adepts at the game, and 
Chicago spectators will see far more inter- 
esting games for the championship.

Strawboard Is Doing Well. 


Américan Strawboard stock continues rea- 

sonably strong. It sold at 45 at the opening 
yesterday, advanced to 47%, and closed at 
47. The condition of the company is re- 
ported to be better than it has been for some 
time and earnings are now at the rate of 7 
per cent upon the capital stock. The direc- 
tors of the company will meet on April 14 
and will take up the recommendation of the 
Executive committee for the payment of a 
dividend of 1% per cent upon the stock. Ht is 
considered now a certainty that the direc- 
tors will adopt the recommendation of the 
Executive committee. The Strawboard com- 
pany retired during the month of March 
$67,000 in bonds under the provisions of the 
mortgage, -which require 8 aside 
of $50,000 annually as a sinking fund for this 
purpose. The International Trust company 
of Boston, which acts as trustee for the 
Strawboard company, advertised for these 
bonds and secured them at a fraction under 
par. There is a provision in the ete, 
which is not generally understood that the 
company shall set aside for a sinking fund 
not only $50,000 a year, but the amount of 
interest saved upon bonds which have been 
retired. The original bond issue was $1,250,- 
000, and including the $67,000 retired in 
March a total of $350,000 has been bought 
in by the company. The bonds bear 6 per 
cent interest, and the amount in interest 
charges saved through the retiring of $350,- 
000 will be $21,000 for the present year. This, 
added to the $50,000, will give $71,000 to be 
used in the purchase of bonds next year, 
which will reduce the bonded indebtedness 
to ‘ : 
The Strawboard company has nineteen 
mills in various portions of the country. Of 
these only ten are in ration. The com- 
pany is pursuing the policy of operating 
only those mills necessary to meet the re- 
quirements for strawboard product. Those 
mills are being operated which are the most 
centrally located and a considerable saving 
is expected through operating only the mills 
necessary to fill orders. 


Strong Advance in Match. 


Yesterday was a day of extraordinary 
activity in-the stock market and a day of 
remarkable fluctuations. Diamond Match 
stock sold at 159 and the trading in it has 
been the most active in its history. The ad- 
vance started from the opening and the 
stock went up by bounds. There were ad- 
vances of a point and a half between quota- 
tions. It was evident at times that there 
were some frightened shorts among the 
buyers, but there was also buying for long 
time. Extravagant predictions were heard 
regarding the price at which the stock will 
sell and the figure is now put as high as 200. 
No new reason for the strike developed. 
There 18 still the talk of large earnings at 
home, profitable contracts abroad, and the 
probability of some exceedingly satisfactory 
developments in regard to the Liverpool 
plant.

HARD RUB FOR SENATOR GORMAN. 


Wellington Is Seated and the Arbi- 
trary Leader Takes a Back Pew. 

Washington, D. C., April 2.— [Special. 
Senator Gorman did not appear to be par- 
ticularly happy today when the credentials 
‘were sent up to the desk of the new Senator 
from Maryland, Mr. Wellington, who will 
be his colleague after the 4th of March next, 
for by this very act was emphasized the de- 
cadence of the wonderful political power 
of the Maryland boss. 

Gorman started in his political life as a 
page in the Chamber where he is now one 
of the most influential Senators, and by his 
political genius he was able to control his 
own. State to a degree seldom known in 2 52 
country. 

The election of Wellington first as a e 
sentative and then as a Senator was a 
peculiarly bitter drive at Gorman. 

Wellington comes in as the successor of 
Senator Gibson, one of the strikingly hand- 
some men of the Senate, who is popularly 
known as “ Terrapin Charlie,” because of 
his skill in preparing for the table that dream 
at epicures. 

‘Gibson was an obscure member of the 
House during the Fifty-first Congress, but 
was defeated for a renomination. Gorman 
then was all powerful and when the Demo- 
-erats elected a tremendous majority to the 
Fitty-second Congress he promised Gibson 
the position of Clerk of the House. Later 
on it becamé evident Crisp of Georgia would 
surely be Speaker, and Gorman made up his 

d the two most important positions in 

House could not well come from the 
South. Gibson was absolutely his creature 
and had proved to be a valuable man in this 
mi f so Gorman went to him one day and 
ad: 

am very sorry, Charlie, my boy, that 
you can’t be Clerk, for I have determined to 
have Crisp made Speaker and there isn’t 
room for you both. Wut I tell you what I'll 
do. I'll have you made Senator to succeéd 
Ephraim K. Wilson.“ 

Gorman was as good as his word, much to 
Gibson’s delight, the height of whose ambi- 
tion had been to become Clerk of the House 
and who had previously not thought of 
such a thing as moving over to the other end 
of the Capital. 

So it happens to Gorman’s influence the 
man who could not secure a renomination 
to the House and who was pulled out of the 
race for the Clerkship was,appointed to the 
Senate by the Governor of Maryland and 
was subsequently elected by the Legisla- 
ture to fill out the term which expires with 
the present Congress. When the legisla- 
ture of Maryland went Republican at the 
last general election, Gorman made the 
fight of his life, but was defeated by the silent

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The Wisconsin commission appointed to codify 
the insurance laws of that State, consisting of W. 
A. Fricke, M. C. Phillips, and Emil Baemsch, 
held a conference with a number of company man- 
agers and agents yesterday at the Phoenix office. 
As the result of the meeting the commission will 
@uggest to the next Legislature modifications and 
changes in the present insurafice laws of Wiscon- 
consin, which, it is believed, will tend to lower the 
rates materially. 

The operation of the valued policy law and the 
coinsurance clause were discussed. The commis- 
sion will probably recommend the appointment 
of a Fire Marshal for the State, as now provided 
for in the laws of Massachusetts. A change in the 
law levying a 2 per cent tax on the company’s 
premiums for the support of the fire departments 
in the cities and towns will be advised. Mr. 
Fricke thinks this fund is frequently expended for 
other purposes than fire protection. In the small 
towns, especially, where the tax is large enough 
to support a serviceable fire department, the fire 
protection afforded falls much below what the tax 
warrants. Even Milwaukee is in bad shape so 
far as its fire department is concerned, and needs 
more engines, hose, and other equipment. 

A change in the law will be recommended pro- 
viding that the tax levied for fire department pur- 
poses cannot be used for any other purpose. The 
members of the commission visited several large 
insurance offices, examining the methods, the 
blanks and supplies used, and getting various sug- 
gestions.
